LaFaycttc, 


Miller, Howard and Pike, are being 
surveyed next for possible disaster 
help. Then there is; a group includ- 
ing Nevada, Columbia and Union, 
which will be surveyed after ours— 
and a final group in which no spec- 
ial loans will be needed at all. This 


. last group, it should be said, raises 


virtually no cotton. 


Which is a commentary on the 


troubles we have in an agricultural 
section — where the year's crop is 
open to attack by weather, pests 
and all the other natural hazards 
of the planted field. 


Fortunately, we have been wise 


through the years, in Southwest Ar- 
kansas—turning steadily away from 
cotton toward feed crops, pasture 
and livestock. 


This year's cotton disaster is bad, 


but 20 years ago it would have 
made a much worse dent in the 
economy of the farmer — and the 
town man who trades with him. 
And a course boldly taken and 
proven wise through the years is

Coffee Hoarders 
Blamed for 
Price Increase 


New York, Nov. 10 — (fP)—Amor- 


can consumers have bought 
at 


least 132,000,000 more pounds of 
coffee than they needed since the 
steep price advance began 
five 


weeks ago, the National Coffee as- 
sociation estimated today. 


"That's hoarded 
coffee 
which 


normally would be in our green 
:offee stocks in warehouses," said 
W. F. Williamson, 
secretary-man- 


ager of the association. "Is it any 
wonder that roasting firms are as 
much as six weeks behind on de- 
liveries even though 
coffee 
im- 


ports are heading for an all-time 
record?" 


"There's no question 
but 
that 
present excessive demand 
is en- 


tirely artificial and unhealthy," he 
said. 


Coffee prices all the way down 


the line, from producer to retailer, 
have reached record highs in re- 
cent weeks. 


Green coffee beans which roast- 


ing 
firms 
could buy' 
at 
29 


cents a pound in September now 
sell at 51 to 52 cents. At the whole- 
sale roasted coffee level, national- 
ly-advertised brands which sold at 
a3 cents a pound two months ago 
now arc quoted at 70 to 75 cents.

Albany, N. Y.. Nov. 10 — (&) — 


Governor Dewey indicated today 
that New York state's budget for 
the next fiscal year might reach 
a record high. Ho said he was "de- 
termined" to balance it without 
New taxes. 


Dewey let it be known thai the 
state's outlay for next year — a 
gubernatorial election year —might 
DC top the record $936,200,000 budg- 
et of the current fiscal year, which 
provoked a Republican 
revolt in 


die 1049 legislative session. 


Dewey's budget for the current 


fiscal year, when submitted to the 
legislature last February, carried 
with it proposed new taxes of $169,- 
000,000. The revolt by GOP legis- 
lators resulted in reduction of the 
proposed increase by $48,000,000. 


Dewey told newsmen 
that 
in- 


creased education costs, a rising 
relief bill and 
a 
boost 
in 
the 


amount the state would have to 
pay into the state retirement fund 
would contribute to a high budget 
next year.

Reservists Are 
Real Navy Says 
Ex-Commander

Washington, Nov. 9 —(UP)—John 
P. Bracken is a navy man who 
believes in unity in the services. 
He's big enough to back up 
his 
beliefs. 


Bracken, a commander in the 


U.S. naval reserve, is 6 feet, 
4 


inches, and has the brawn to go 
with it. 


He is president of the Reserve 


Officers association, composed of 
officers from all branches of the 
reserve services — only organiza- 
tion of its kind. Bracken's main 
purpose in life at the moment is 
dedicated to the "attainment 
of 


national security through a strong 
military reserve program." 


John Bracken has had many a 
'mam attainment," 
He's a lawyer of only 37, who 
;an, like few others, boast 19 years 
n politics. 


In high school and in college, 


ie was a star debater and dabbled 
n school politics for practice. He 
vas born in Carnegie, Pa., and at- 
ended the University 
of 
Pitts- 
rgh. In 1939, he received a dc- 
!ree in law at the University of 
'ennsylvania. 


The last war wasn't very 
old 
vhcn the restless navy man vol- 
unteered 
for 
active 
duty. 
He 


helped navigate the crippled USS 
Marblehead 9,000 miles back to 
New York after 
she 
had 
been 


nicked badly 
in 
the 
Battle of 
Java sea. 


After a tour of anti-submarine 
duty in the 
Caribbean, Bracken 


returned to the Pacific in time to 
take part in the invasion of Oki- 
nawa. 


The other night in Pittsburgh, 
.he navy man-orator-lawyer h.ad a 
chance to spout on his 
favorite 


subject — unification of the armed 
.orces. 


They must, he says, start from 
he bottom. 


He got a little rougher than that. 


Lhe reserve commander went so 
far as to suggest a plan which 
eventually would make Annapolis 
and West 
Point 
post - graduate 
schools. 


"While real unification would bo 


one beneficial result of this offi- 
cer procurement plan," says he, 
'we now are more interested in the 
fact that, at far less cost to the 
taxpayer, it would provide a high 
caliber of regular career officers 
and a steady 
unput 
of trained, 


young reserve officers." 


Bracken feels that the last is the 


most important. Our most potent 
military strength, he says, lies in 
our ready reserve and not in the 
standing forces. 


"In the last war," he puts in 


;pr emphasis, "nine out of 10 of- 
icers in the navy were reservists 
and the proportion was even high- 
er in the army and air force." 


Bracken b e l i e v e s that high 
school 
graduates who 
spend 
a 


year as enlisted men should be 
picked competitively for two-year 
college scholarships. They'd take a 
normal course — with cmphisis on 
the military. At the end of their 
second year, two-thirds of them 
would be given additional 
two- 
years scholarships, picking their 
own service, plus summer months 
at camp, at sea, or at an air base. 
Upon complation of the last two 
years of college the kids again 
would be screened — one third to 
do the graduate work.
